TWO brave police officers 
leapt into the Limehouse 
Cut to save a drowning 
woman. 

Police were alerted to reports 
of a woman threatening to 


jump into the canal just before 
gam last Tuesday April 1. 

Constables Anna Moon and 
Lee Plant managed to find her 
a short time later, near Violet 
Road in Bow. 

They tried to persuade the 
woman to come away from 


the edge but she suddenly 
jumped into the water and 
began to struggle. 

Several attempts were made 
to rescue the woman and a rope 
was thrown into the water, but 
she refused to co-operate. 

She made her way to the far 


side of the canal and grabbed on 
to a piece of floating debris. 

Extra officers, including the 
Marine Policing Unit from 
Wapping, were called to help 
but fearing that the woman 
would drown, PC Moon jumped 
into the water and PC Plant 


leapt in after her. By this time, 
extra officers and the London 
Fire Brigade had arrived and 
they were able to pull all three 
from the canal. 

Superintendent Helen Lewis 
said: "PC Moon and PC Plant 
have shown immense bravery 
and their actions have no doubt 
saved the life of this woman. 

“Had they not taken the 
decision to enter the water, the 
outcome could have been very 
different. 

“Whilst it is not routine for 
officers to put themselves in this

Poppies and poplars to 
remember lost children

PUPILS from a Poplar 
school planted trees and 
poppy seeds to commem- 
orate a World War I 
tragedy in which 18 chil- 
dren died after a bombing 
raid destroyed their school. 

Children from Mayflower Pri- 
mary School were joined by 
Mayor Lutfur Rahman, Deputy 
Lieutenant John Ludgate and 
David Shreeve from the Conser- 
vation Foundation to plant a 
black poplar and unveil a plaque 
in Trinity Gardens, Poplar where 
the bombed school stood. 

The Upper North Street School 
was hit during lessons by a Ger- 
man bomb on June 13, 1917 
killing 18 pupils, the majority of 
whom were aged six and under. 

Along with the black poplar 
- the tree which gave Poplar its 
name - ten elms were also 
planted, donated by the Conser- 
vation Foundation. 

Mayor Rahman said “We are 
here today to commemorate 
history and to confirm the 
future - a green future we hope 
for our children. 

“This is the centenary of 
World War I, a war that changed

the world. As we look forward 
I hope future generations will 
benefit from our efforts to re- 
green the borough and visitors 
to Trinity Park will reflect on 
our history.” 

At the event the mayor 
launched a campaign with the 


Conservation Foundation to 
make the borough greener. 

Schools will be invited to 
plant disease-resistant elm trees, 
as well as encouraging chil- 
dren to tend to the saplings and 
learn more about the impor- 
tance of trees, carbon recycling 


and climate change. 

Poppy seeds were donated by 
former East Ender Stanley Kaye, 
who attended the launch and 
is running a campaign to sow 
poppy fields around the world 
to mark the centenary of World 
War I. 
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Follow the trails around the park

Park explore the key sites of the London 2012 Games, the 
park's biodiversity, family fun, and arts and culture.

Auditors’ investigation 
set to last three months 


GOVERNMENT auditors met with 
senior officers of the council last 
Friday before embarking on an 
investigation expected to last about 
three months. 

They have been sent in on the 
instructions of the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government, Eric 
Pickles, after the introduction of new 
powers last week. 

The move follows allegations made on 
BBC current affairs programme Panorama 
last Monday, March 31 about the council and 
its governance, which the authority has 
refuted. 

A statement issued by the council on Fri- 
day said: “We welcome the opportunity to 
demonstrate council processes have been 
run appropriately and to date we have seen 
no evidence to suggest otherwise. 

“This inspection affords the borough the 
best opportunity to demonstrate that the 
borough has acted in the best interests of 
all residents. We will release further infor- 
mation in due course." 


Many of the claims made on the 
Panorama programme have been refuted 
by the council. 

They included: 

■ bias towards Bangladeshi and Somali 
organisations in the council's grant-giving 
process as part of a re-election bid 

■ claims that the faith building scheme was 
divisive 

■ East End Life quoted the mayor and 
cabinet members excessively. 

A statement said: “Councils are complex 
organisations and governance in Tower 
Hamlets is strong. The council continues 
to thrive and deliver the best services pos- 
sible to residents.” 

The council has a rigorous approach 
to grant-giving, with clear minimum eli- 
gibility criteria. 

The appropriate documentation and 
audit trails are in place and any organisa- 
tion involved in the process had the legal 
right to launch a judicial review within six 
weeks of the decision. None was received. 

Organisations had the right of appeal 


against initial awards and as a result some 
were amended. 

Members of all faiths could apply for 
grants to make improvements to their 
buildings as the council regards their 
preservation as important in supporting the 
borough's heritage. 

East End Life has been published since 
1993 and has always quoted the politicians 
at the head of the administration - in 21 
years the council has been run by Liberal 
Democrat and Labour leaders and their cab- 
inets and, since 2010, by an independent 
mayor and his cabinet. 

The council statement adds: “Tower 
Hamlets is a high-performing local 
authority, from building the largest 
number of new homes three years 
running to providing excellent schools and 
winning awards for procurement and our 
excellent parks. 

“The council has a strong track record of 
work to promote equality and promote good 
relations between people from diverse 
communities." 


East End Life still valued by readers 


EAST End Life remains 
residents’ favourite local 
paper, according to an 
independent survey by 
leading pollsters ICM. 

And it is still the prefened way 
for residents to receive informa- 
tion about the council. 

ICM conducted face-to-face 
interviews with a randomly 
selected sample of 1,010 resi- 
dents, aged 16 and over, between 
February 7 and March 12 this 
year. 

The new research shows 41 
per cent of those questioned said 


East End Life was their favourite 
local paper, ahead of the Metro 
at 18 per cent and the Evening 
Standard at 13 per cent. 

Forty-one per cent of local 
people also obtain most of their 
information about the council 
from East End Life, coming 
ahead of all other communica- 
tions sources such as leaflets (33 
per cent) and the website (26 per 
cent). Just seven per cent said 
they got their information from 
other local papers. 

The results come as the 
Government has introduced 
legislation in an attempt to 
stop local authorities producing 
newspapers more than four 
times a year. 

The mayor of Tower Hamlets 
has asked for a review of East 
End Life and the ICM survey will 
help him form a view about the 
publication's future. 

East End Life is delivered 
weekly to more than 83,000 
households and businesses. 

It was set up in 1993 to keep 
residents informed about 


council services and decisions, 
to report on the borough's 
diverse community and 
encourage social cohesion. 

It has won several awards for 
community cohesion. 

The latest readership survey 
found that 51 per cent of 
people read it regularly, more 
than the Metro, the next 


nearest with 32 per cent, and the 
Evening Standard, 20 per cent. 

Only three per cent of 
residents who don't read the 
paper said that was because 
they perceived it to be biased 
towards the council. 

Eighty-nine per cent of 
people said they found East End 
Life fairly or very informative.

Listening for tell-tale 
songs of the porpoise 

Researchers scour Thames for evidence of marine mammal’s return

A CREW of marine researchers 
anchored at St Katharine Docks 
last week in search of harbour 
porpoises on the Thames. 

The Marine Conservation Research 
team aboard the Song of the Whale, 
a dedicated whale research vessel, 
scoured the river for the estuary 
dwelling creatures. 

Interest in the smallest marine 
mammal - which like whales and 
dolphins are cetaceans - spiked last 
December after a pod of five porpois- 
es was observed near Tower Bridge. 

A tidal surge was believed to have 
caused them to travel so far upriver. 


This time around, the research team, 
led by director Richard McLanaghan, 
conducted a visual and acoustic sur- 
vey of the Thames using St Katharine 
Docks as a base. 

Mr McLanaghan said: “All species of 
whale and dolphin make noises, either 
to communicate or to help them nav- 
igate around and to find their food. 

“We use hydrophones - very sensi- 
tive underwater microphones - fixed 
to the hull of the boat to pick up those 
sounds and identify and count them." 

McLanaghan, 47, who has been at the 
helm of his research team for 22 years, 
said that he expected to leave the docks 
last Thursday, before sailing down 
the Thames and on to Ipswich to join 


up with onboard research scientists. 

However, those waiting for news of 
a return of the elusive porpoise to the 
Thames will have to wait. 

“It's very early days,” he said. 

The harbour porpoise was once a 
common sight in central London. 
Owing to high pollution levels, wildlife 
declined in the River Thames to such 
an extent that it was declared to be bi- 
ologically dead in the 1950s. 

Evidence now suggests harbour 
porpoise numbers are rising again. 

“There's a lot of interest that 
porpoises may be starting to use the 
river again,'' added McLanaghan, 
who expects to get results from the 
test this week.

A PHONE call to the mayor 
of London on a radio 
programme has resulted in 
a £10,000 donation for the 
Stairway to Heaven

RESIDENTS who use the 
main Whitechapel Post 
Office are being urged to 
make their views known 
about proposals to move 
it to a smaller premises. 

The Post Office is proposing 
to close the main office at 206 
Whitechapel Road and open in 
a new location 100 metres away 
at 208a Whitechapel Road. If the 
proposals go ahead, two units 
would be knocked into one. 

One resident told East End Life 
he was concerned that the new 
premises would not be large 
enough and were in an inappro- 
priate location. 

“The new building isn't big 
enough, people will be queuing 
outside in all weathers,” he 
said. 


A six-week public consulta- 
tion on the proposals began on 
March 4 and ends on April 15. 

The Post Office says the 
move means they will be able 
to improve accessibility and 
extend opening hours in a 
modern, open-plan retail 
environment.

Helping tenants 
to avoid eviction

THE council has spent 
almost £3 million protect- 
ing the borough’s most 
vulnerable residents from 
the impact of welfare 
reform since its introduc- 
tion last year. 

Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) figures for 
Tower Hamlets show that 2,510 
residents were affected by the 
spare room subsidy, known as 
the 'bedroom tax', losing an 
average of £1,096 a year. 

The council softened the blow 
by making sure that 1,157 of the 
most affected households could 
avoid rent arrears, which can 
lead to evictions. 

Residents losing an average 
of £84 per week from the intro- 
duction of the benefit cap were 


also supported with more than 
£800,000 of help. 

£1 million was made available 
to help homeless families in 
temporary accommodation 
who were hit by the benefit cap. 

More than 700 payments 
from this fund have, so far, 
helped residents meet the deficit 
between the costly rent in 
Tower Hamlets, and the govern- 
ment's cap on the benefits 
received. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The government's welfare 
reforms do not take into consid- 
eration the over-heated rental 
market in London, which eats 
up many households' benefits 
entitlements.” 

Government statistics 
released on March 4 this year 
show that 4,300 households, 
previously subject to the 


benefit cap across the UK, have 
found jobs since the cap was 
introduced. 

They also indicate that thou- 
sands more households have 
reduced their housing benefit 
claim or stopped claiming it 
altogether after the cap was 
introduced, while 1,570 house- 
holds reduced the amount they 
receive in other benefits. 

The Minister for Welfare 
Reform, Lord Freud, said: “The 
benefit cap is rewarding fami- 
lies who want to work hard and 
get on, and already we are see- 
ing thousands of people finding 
jobs and moving off benefits. 

“We are taking control of the 
benefits system as part of the 
government's long-term eco- 
nomic plan and making work 
pay to secure a better future 
for Britain.”

A RAFT of ambitious plans 
to improve the borough’s 
parks and open spaces 
have been given the 
go-ahead. 

As part of the council's vision 
to revitalise existing green 
spaces, Allen Gardens in 
Buxton Road, Spitalfields has 
had a revamp. 

The new children's play area 
is now situated in the main body 
of the park and offers exciting 
and challenging play for young 
children and teenagers. 

Other improvements to the 
park include the removal of 
the old play equipment in 
Buxton Road and its adaptation 
into a multi-function area for 
informal sporting and commu- 
nity activities. 

In Poplar, residents have 
already been consulted about 
improvements they would like 
to see in Bartlett Park. 

Presently the park caters al- 
most exclusively for footballers 
and dog walkers.

Strong message 
to drug dealers 


News from Andy 
Bamber, the council's 
head of safer 
communities 

OVER the past month we 
have taken a number of 
new steps to help make 
residents feel safer. 

As part of the Dealer a Day 
commitment to arrest 365 drug 
dealers a year, two drug search 
warrants were carried out by 
police officers paid for by the 
council and tasked jointly by the 
council and police, as part of 
intelligence-led action at the 
beginning of March. 

Both warrants were used to 
search residential addresses in 
Mile End. At one address, police 
discovered and seized a small 
cigarette packet containing two 
wraps of heroin, and a brown 
handled silver revolver with 
ammunition. 

At the other address, officers 
seized four small golf ball size 
bundles of suspected class A 
drugs, eight individual wraps of 
suspected class A dmgs, and two 
small pieces of suspected class 
A drugs. Two carrier bags of 
cannabis and £550 in cash were 
also seized. 

The raids were carried out by 
officers from the Partnership 
Taskforce, a council initiative 
under which the council funds 
extra police officers to tackle 
key issues of importance to 
residents such as drugs, gangs 
and prostitution. 

The results of these raids 


show what can be achieved 
when the police and council 
work together in partnership, 
and send out a strong message 
that we will not tolerate drug 
dealing in our borough. 

Also this month, we launched 
four new CCTV cameras on the 
Aberfeldy Estate in Poplar. The 
cameras have been installed 
to allow the council and our 
partners to prevent and detect 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
in the area, in response to res- 
idents' concerns. 

Since the beginning of the 
year our CCTV operators have 
enabled 145 police arrests, by ei- 
ther alerting the police to an in- 
cident, or leading the police to 
a suspect after hearing a callout 
on the police radio and identi- 
fying the suspect using CCTV. 

The arrests were for a range 
of illegal activities from assault 
and robbery to possession of 
drugs, and they show how ef- 
fective CCTV can be in helping 
us to tackle a wide-range of 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 

These arrests are also a clas- 
sic example of how police and 
the council work together. The 
CCTV images of crimes in 
progress are passed to the po- 
lice who make the arrests. Nei- 
ther one of us in isolation could 
make this happen, but togeth- 
er we bring offenders to justice. 

Remember, you can report 
anti-social behaviour by calling 
the police non-emergency num- 
ber on 101. If a crime is happen- 
ing always dial 999.

Health training 
to create loojobs

A NEW programme to help 
women into jobs in the 
health sector has been 
launched. 

Funded by the council, the 
Women into Health scheme 
will train and employ 100 local 
women in a range of roles, 
including health visiting, child- 
care, maternity services and 
social care. 

The jobs will be available on 
a part-time basis and with 
flexible working hours, 
supporting women with 


children and childcare needs. 

The programme is also 
designed to complement 
government -funded appren- 
ticeships, which are for people 
under 25, as Women into 
Health targets women over the 
age of 25. 

The programme starts as the 
council completes a pilot 
scheme, Work 100, which was 
designed to support 100 long- 
term, unemployed women into 
employment and training. 

This exceeded its target, with 
115 women from Somali and 
Bangladeshi communities given 


work plans and practical steps to 
help them into employment, 
training or skills such as ESOL. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“We are committed to ensuring 
that our residents have the sup- 
port they need to move out of 
the poverty trap that workless- 
ness can create. I am pleased 
that we will be following this 
initiative up with funding from 
the budget for our Women into 
Health jobs programme." 

Council research shows that 
Somali and Bangladeshi women 
are less likely to be in employ- 
ment in Tower Hamlets. 


Rents fight goes on 


NINE London boroughs 
are set to continue their 
fight for lower rents in 
new, affordable housing - 
despite the dismissal by 
a High Court judge of 
a challenge to the mayor 
of London. 

Tower Hamlets, Camden, 
Brent, Enfield, Greenwich, 
Islington, Lambeth, Southwark 
and Hackney councils had 
challenged the mayor's plan to 
allow 'affordable' rents in new 
housing to be set at up to 80 per 
cent of the market rate. 

The authorities had argued 
that they should be allowed to 
set lower rent limits - since 
rents at anywhere close to 
80 per cent of market levels 
would be unaffordable for many 
local people. 

Until now, councils have 
been able to insist on social rents 
that are typically around 


30-40 per cent of market level 
in inner London. 

In a judgment handed down 
last month, the Honourable 
Mrs Justice Lang said that “all 
parties agree that more afford- 
able rented housing is needed 
in London, at levels below 80 per 
cent of market value, but they 
disagree about how best to 
realise this aim”. 

She ruled that the mayor, 
Boris Johnson, had acted with- 
in his power, and that the May- 
or's Plan left it open to boroughs 
to fight for lower rents on indi- 
vidual developments, particular- 
ly those not funded by his office. 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “The 
ruling allows us to continue to 
fight for lower rents on individ- 
ual developments.” 

Existing council tenancies and 
the majority of housing associ- 
ation tenancies are unaffected.

Health checks assess 
heart and stroke risks 


New strategy to 
boost wellbeing

HEALTH checks are being 
carried out to assess pa- 
tients’ risk of developing 
some of the UK’s most pre- 
ventable health problems. 

The checks - including tests 
for diabetes, stroke risk and 
heart disease - are part of a tri- 
al led by the council's public 
health team. 

Tower Hamlets has the high- 
est or second highest death 
rates in London for the three ma- 
jor killers: cardiovascular disease, 
cancer and chronic lung disease. 

There are also high rates of 
type 2 diabetes, particularly 
among the south Asian and 
black residents. 

In March 2013, there were 
14,000 known cases of type 2 di- 
abetes in the borough, and an 
estimated 2,000 people have the 
condition without knowing it.

“Increasing awareness and 
understanding of the impor- 
tance of these checks is essen- 
tial to further uptake.” 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of Tower Hamlets Public Health, 
said: “We are looking to devel- 
op this programme and ex- 
plore different settings where 
we can offer checks outside GP 
practices. 

“Identifying conditions such 
as high blood pressure, raised 


cholesterol or diabetes as early 
as possible is vital because there 
are ways you can significantly 
reduce your risk of heart disease 
and stroke. 

“In addition, identifying dia- 
betes as early as possible is im- 
portant in preventing future 
complications of the condition.” 

The results of the health 
checks are provided to the pa- 
tient straight away, along with 
health advice and information 
on appropriate services. 

Local GP Dr Sam Everington, 
who chairs NHS Tower Hamlets 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), said: “Having regular 
health checks can significantly 
reduce people's risk of develop- 
ing serious health problems.”

In good shape 
for marathon

THE Virgin Money London 
Marathon takes place on Sun- 
day, April 13 and will see around 
35,000 competitors pounding 
the capital’s streets for charity. 

With around 11 miles of the 26.2 
mile course in Tower Hamlets, coun- 
cil officers have been busy making sure 
that the route is in good shape for the 
big event. 

Tower Hamlets plays an important 
role in hosting the race, with runners 
passing well-known landmarks with- 
in the borough such as the Tower of 
London, Canary Wharf, St George's in 
the East and many more. 

In advance of the event, the coun- 
cil and Transport for London (TfL) in- 
spects about 11 miles of roads and 
pavements looking for things such as 
broken railings, potholes and uneven 
paving which could cause injury to the 
runners or spectators. Any problems 
identified are then repaired. 

On the day of the Marathon, coun- 
cil teams work from 4am with contrac- 
tors to make sure traffic management 
goes smoothly. 

This includes putting around 2,000 
cones in position and organising road 
closures and diversions. 

Street cleaning is also a big part of 
the borough's Marathon preparation. 


Working closely with contractors Ve- 
olia Environment Services, the coun- 
cil has the task of cleaning the streets 
before the event and leading the huge 
clean-up that follows afterwards. 

As well as clearing litter generated 
by thousands of spectators, the 
team also has to deal with around 
a quarter of a million water bottles 
from the ten drinking stations in the 
borough. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “We 
are proud to once again be hosting 
a large part of the London Marathon 
and welcome runners and spectators 
to the borough.'' 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid Ahmed 
said: “The council works hard to ensure 
that roads are in their best condition 
for runners and spectators of the 
Marathon and that the borough is look- 
ing its best with the eyes of the world 
watching the race.'' 

Residents and businesses are re- 
minded that the Marathon will involve 
travel disruption and road closures in 
the southern part of the borough; Wap- 
ping, the Isle of Dogs, Poplar and 
Shadwell will have very limited access 
in and out of the areas.

Fine for underage tobacco sale 


A WHITECHAPEL store has been fined 
for selling cigarettes to a 15-year-old. 

Mohammed Shahin Ahmed, own- 
er of Bangla Superstore in Myrdle 
Street, pleaded guilty to selling tobac- 
co to a minor at a hearing at Thames 
Magistrates' Court on March 13. 

He was fined £100, ordered to pay 
costs of £1,000 and a victim surcharge 
of £20, a total of £1,120. 

The prosecution follows a test pur- 
chase exercise by the council's trading 
standards team using a 15-year-old vol- 
unteer who was sold cigarettes at the 
shop on July 1, 2013. 

The council runs the Underage Sales 
and Responsible Traders scheme which 
aims to educate traders against 


selling age-restricted goods such 
as cigarettes, alcohol, aerosol paint 
and blades to children and young 
people. 

The scheme aims to build good 
relationships with traders and 
provide training tools which can 
offer methods of prevention of under- 
age sales. 

Traders who are part of the scheme 
have signed a voluntary best practice 
agreement and are provided with a 
pack containing legal information, 
promotional material for stores and 
contact details for relevant agencies.

WHEN journalist Kevin D’Arcy came 
to the East End in the 1980s he was 
re-visiting a half-forgotten family 
memory. 

His mother's father had been a Barna- 
rdo's boy, an orphan from the East End. “He 
never learned to read but he could count." 
And that made granddad a lot of money, 
selling food on barrows, the juvenile coster- 
monger progressing to wholesale and im- 
ports, then setting up home in posh west 
London and re-investing his money into 
property. 

Very East End. Cockneys may appreciate 
their roots, but that doesn't mean they want 
to stay there. 

What would he have thought of Kevin 
moving back in the early 1980s. Drawn by 
a new job (working for Richard Desmond's 
Northern & Shell) and a new family, to an 
East End that had fallen on hard times. 

Of course life in the East End docks had 
always been tough but they thrived at least. 
Now, the hundreds of acres east of the Tow- 
er were scarcely noticed by Londoners, part 
of our forgotten past. 

Perhaps it was a past we'd always want- 
ed to forget, for in truth posh London was 
always a bit sniffy about the engine room 
of the town. A Teniell cartoon in an early 
copy of Punch shows two cockneys eyeing 
up a naive pedestrian with the words: “'Ere' 
comes a stranger... 'eave 'alf a brick at 1m." 

And dragging it out of dereliction was- 
n't going to be easy. For a start there was 
no coherent area - 'Docklands' was an in- 
vention. There were five boroughs, all 
owning patches of land, all with their own 
agendas. There were the really big landown- 
ers: the docks, gasworks, railways and the 
rest. They may have seen current derelic- 
tion but they could also sniff development 
money, and they weren't going to give the 
land away for nothing. 

There were even little pockets of middle 
class (and above) settlers, who had discov- 
ered with delight the grand abandoned 
houses of the old rulers of the docks and 
acquired Georgian splendour at knockdown 
prices. Lord Snowden, Sir David Lean and 
the future Lord Owen weren't going to see 
'their' East End redeveloped without a say. 

Kevin, who now admits to being 'quite 
old' and when pushed admits to “78 going 
on 79" had seen most of it and interviewed 
most of them. Even before taking his job 
with Northern & Shell (Desmond, now 
panjandrum of the Daily Express, always 
had an eye for cheap property and moved 
his fledgling media empire to the Island ear- 
ly on), the journalist had his finger on the 
pulse of the East End. His interview with 
the Kray brothers appeared in London 
Life magazine, chronicling that odd nexus 
of swinging and criminal London.

And if the docks had been forgotten by 
Londoners it had been forgotten by the 
politicians too. 

One day in the early Eighties Michael Hes- 
eltine, Margaret Thatcher's energetic new 
Secretary of State for the Environment, 
climbed into a helicopter to survey his do- 
main. And so happens the first in a series 
of accidents that created 'Docklands'. “I talked 
to him recently," recalls Kevin. “He was con- 
cerned about the neglected space on the 
South Bank, either side of the Festival 
Hall. He used a helicopter to get a better 
view and noticed the area, even bigger, even 
more neglected, east of Tower Bridge!" 

Say what you like about Tarzan (as Hes- 
eltine became dubbed), he was a doer. He 
gathered his officials together and demand- 
ed they knock heads together. But what 
emerged was hardly a consensus - they sim- 
ply worked around the existing owners. 

The London Docklands Development 
Corporation (LDDC) was born, and a float- 
ing restaurant in the docks was chief ex- 
ecutive Reg Ward's favoured venue for 
wining and dining potential investors. 
Bring together disparate 'visionaries' and 
creative sparks can fly. So it was that US 
banker Michael von Clemm of Credit Su- 
isse and Archibald Cox, the boss of Morgan 
Stanley found themselves out of the com- 
fortable Square Mile and in a post-indus- 
trial wasteland - but one with huge 
possibilities. Conversation bubbled and 
von Clemm recalled that the neglected 
wharves of Boston had been reinvented as 
a commercial district: A plan was born. 

Red tape was cut away and the re- 
markable Gooch Ware Travelstead was Con- 
corded across the Atlantic to devise a

vision. The larger than life Kentuckian's big 
ideas included 8.8 million square feet of fi- 
nancial trading office space, half a million 
square feet of shops, two hotels, parking 
for 11,000 cars. And of course the highest 
towers in Europe. 

Travelstead would soon move on (and 
eventually go bust). In would come Olympia 
and York, owned by the prudent Canadi- 
an Reichman Brothers, who expanded the 
space under development and decided to 
put all the shops underground. Why? Their 
experience was in freezing Toronto, where 
nobody wants to shop outside during a 
Canadian winter. Their prudence would 
eventually evaporate, leaving them with 
$20 billion of debts and bankruptcy. And 
Docklands would pass on again. 

Kevin tells an eye-opening, hilarious 
and sometimes terrifying tale of how the 
'birth of the Docklands baby' was a series 
of mishaps, lucky and unlucky accidents and 
Wild West speculation. Somehow we got 
to... well where are we exactly and where 
did we come from? 

His series of charts show just how 
remarkable and artificial has been the trans- 
formation of the Island down the centuries. 
A 1745 map of the Isle of Dogs shows a clutch 
of windmills on Marsh Wall to pump out 
the ever-threatening Thames, limekilns

where porcelain was cooked but few roads 
and not many houses. The progress, unaided 
by machinery and reliant on vast amounts 
of expendable labour, was staggering. 

By 1801 there are two West India Docks, 
Poplar Cut has become a canal, yet there 
is just one house (Isle of Dogs House) at the 
southern tip. By 1875 the East India Dock 
has arrived, along with Millwall Dock and 
steam railways. Fast forward to 1952 and 
the docks doing record business. The East 
India Dock import covers 18 acres, the ex- 
port eight. West India Dock 30 acres (im- 
port) and 24 (export). The South Docks 20 
acres. The vast basins, created to allow ship 
traffic to maneouvre, have resulted in an 
Island hollowed out to contain more wa- 
ter, it seems than land.

Construct... then destruct 


THE dramatic story of 80 
Bishopsgate, destroyed by 
an IRA bomb in 1993, 
rebuilt, and subsequently 
demolished in 2011, is re- 
vealed in a new exhibition. 

Spoil and Fill is by Amanda 
Loomes who previously worked 
in the construction industry 
and was a site engineer on the 
rebuilding of 80 Bishopsgate 
before becoming an artist.

SHADED from the early spring sun- 
shine, Old Spitalfields Market is its 
usual Sunday self. 

We navigate our way through the 
bustling market stalls, dodging tourists 
snapping photos and stopping occasion- 
ally at one of the many stalls selling shiny 
goods (satisfying the other half's magpie- 
like tendencies). 

Having expended our energy ducking and 
diving through the crowds we decided to 
satisfy our hunger at the American themed 
burger joint The Diner. 

Walking through the doors were thrust 
straight into mid-sos America - all neon 
signs and leather booths. Being left to choose 
our own seats we sit down and hail a wait- 
ress who first offers a drink from the se- 
lection of milkshakes, beers and cocktails. 

We were very tempted by the strawberry 
cheesecake hard shake (cognac, Galliano and 
strawberry ice cream) but decided to stick 
with a couple of Camden pale ales. 

There is an array of typically American 
meals to choose from the food menu; 
burgers, hot dogs and blue plates. They even 
serve an all-day breakfast, including a 
breakfast of pancakes. 

We opted for the Yankee Pig Dog (a pulled 
pork smothered hot dog for £7.50), the 
Meatloaf Hoagie (a meatloaf and bacon 


burger for £8.50) along with Hanger Fries 
(£3.50) and corn dogs (£4.50) to share. 

It was good to see a couple of vegetari- 
an options, which is often quite rare in Lon- 
don restaurants, especially burger bars. It's 
another place we will be able to take our 
veggie friends to in the future. 

A fair wait later the food arrived and boy 
did it look the part (in keeping with the 
restaurant). 

Unfortunately, despite the meal looking 


tasty, it lacked flavour and was quite dis- 
appointing. We still managed to clear our 
plates but we think this was more down 
to our hunger than enjoyment. 

The whole experience was let down 
by the lack of service and not so tasty food, 
but we would definitely head there again 
with friends if only for the decor and 
cocktail selection.

Roast lamb salad on a potato cake 


- serves 2 


Ingredients 

3 medium leftover cooked 
potatoes, grated 

1 onion, peeled and grated 

2 tbsps chopped parsley 
Salt 

Ground black pepper 
50g butter 


1 egg yolk 

1 tsp Dijon mustard 

1 tsp finely chopped garlic 

1 tsp lemon juice 

2 tbsps soured cream 
4 tbsps olive oil 

8 slices leftover roast lamb 
2 handfuls salad leaves 


Method 

1. Combine the potato, onion, 
parsley and seasoning, divide 
into two and shape into a flat- 
tened cake shape.

Council cash for family homes

THE council has put £1.7 
million into refurbishment 
work on council properties 
in order to make new 
family homes available 
for social rent. 

The properties in Bruce Road, 
Bow, had fallen into disrepair 
due to the lack of funds avail- 
able to local authorities gener- 
ally and had been leased to a 
housing association. 

Last year, the council decid- 
ed to regain possession of the 
properties and allocated the 
funds to develop them into 
family homes at social rent. 

The scheme will provide 
nine three-bed houses and 
two additional large family 
homes for letting to Tower 


Hamlets families who are in 
housing need. They will be let 
at the council's social target 
rent levels. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Ensuring we are making use 
of all our available properties 
in order to provide suitable 
housing for our residents is 
very important.” 

The work has begun on the 
first four of the 11 new homes, 
which are expected to be 
completed by July 2014. 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, visited 
the site of the works last week. 
She said: “It is great to see this 
project get off the ground. The 
new homes will add to the 
supply of social rent properties 
available to our residents who 
are in need.”

Plant of the Month 
from Hozticultuzal 
Tzadezs Association 

APRIL is the month when 
some of the most vibrant 
flowering shrubs and 
plants come into bloom, 
such as the ever popular 
rhododendron. 

Meaning rose tree' in an- 
cient Greek, the rhododendron 
is evergreen and deciduous. 
The family includes azaleas, 
which are frequently used 


around foundations and 
occasionally as hedges, and 
many larger-leafed rhododen- 
drons which lend themselves to 
more informal plantings and 
woodland gardens. 

They prefer acidic soil and 
sheltered conditions and grow 
best in areas with high rainfall 

Compact hybrid rhododen- 
drons can also be planted 
in containers. 

Frances Tophill from ITV's 
Love Your Garden programme 
said the plants can brighten up 


the darkest areas of shade in 
a garden. 

“These stunning and perpet- 
ually cheerful shrubs flower 
in all sorts of vibrant colours 
during spring when we tend to 
think of most of the colour 
coming from bulbs,” she said. 

“Rhododendron will survive 
in most acidic soils and need 
hardly any pruning. Most species 
we buy for the garden are 
evergreen so even in the depths 
of winter their deep, glossy 
leaves will provide colour.”

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

A licence shall not be granted to (a) a person under the age of 18; (b) a person who has been 
disqualified from holding such a licence; (c) a person, other than a body corporate, who is not resident 
in the United Kingdom, or was not so resident throughout the period of six months immediately 
preceding the date of the application; or (d) a body corporate which is not incorporated in the United 
Kingdom.
